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THE elementary school there are five 
major areas which problems are 
found; they are, namely: philosophy, cur- 
riculum, grading, methods, and measure- 
ment. This discussion centered princi- 
pally the area curriculum. However, 
will necessary enter somewhat into 
other areas, particularly that philos- 
ophy, which bedrock any educational 
system procedure. 

two terms should help- 
ful. The curriculum defined “ways 
behaving” some progressives and 
“subjects study” some conservatives. 


adequate school curricu- 
comprises activities, experiences, 
drills, attitudes, knowledges, skills, actions, 
efforts, and thoughts which fit the child 
meet his problems school and life 
outside the school. 

“To integrate,” according Webster, 
means “to form into one whole; make 
entire; complete; round out; 
fect.” “Integration” means then the for- 
mation the whole from constituent parts. 

must remembered, however, that 
the whole more than the sum all its 
parts. child may know how read, how 

spell, how write, how talk, how 
figure, and how “radiate personality,” 
and yet veritable young devil, because 
the lack right attitudes. 

the curriculum means 
that the child will come know how 
use each the subjects and skills which 
are taught the elementary school. In- 
tegration develops the individual under- 
standing causes and results and insight 
into values. Integration connotes the use- 
lessness purely memory methods and 
compartmentalization; suggests effect 
that since the child will not use his arith- 


metic ten o’clock, his reading eleven, 


his spelling twelve, his grammar two, 
and on, that must come under- 
stand the value and place all these drills

because its practical observations 
teaching.

and subjects that the old school often 
blindly worshiped and the new school 
frequently rashly neglects for mere busy- 
work unguided activity.

Integrating the Curriculum the 
Elementary School James Fitzgerald, Ph.D. 


The child individual, growing, 
maturing, with capabilities for striving 
idling, praying blaspheming, doing good 
doing evil, succeeding failing, con- 
structing destroying. The child will face 
his problems courageously shrink from 
them disgracefully, tell the truth falsify, 
much guide and educate him. 

Elementary school subjects are prin- 
cipally tools which the child should master 
for his own use. They should pre- 
sented that they will understood 
him useful and necessary equipment, 
valuable for life. 

The child should challenged 
solve his own problems. The driving force 
real problem develops skill, knowl- 
edge, and abilities effectively. Creativeness 
through problem solving means 

The child should paced, that 
will enjoy fair amount success. 
Failure with success tremendously 
discouraging. well-motivated drills and 
exercise, the child will give his best. Per- 
sistent driving effort initiated the child 
great educator. 

The child should led see rela- 
tionships among materials 
Oral English work may center about 
unit the social studies, not slavish 
repetition but new approach 
with new materials and from new point 
view. written record the unit may 
developed. Logs the term’s work can 
kept the child well the 
teacher. 

The elementary school curriculum 
should interesting and obviously valu- 
able to-the child. 

The elementary school curriculum 


‘should make use experiences, both 


school and outside school. School itself 
experience. These experiences should 
range from the serious work-type kinds 
the play and recreation types which are 
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delightful and stimulating the average 
child. 

Motives must used that the 
child will not only strive achieve high 
degree skill narrow function, such 
learning spell, but order that 
will attain ability broad function 
such acquiring proficiency discussion 
writing. Through proper motives real 
curriculum integration can achieved. 

10. Imitation great agency for learn- 
ing; children are great imitators. Place be- 
fore the child vivid model and will 
imitate it. Use natural situation create 
simulated one which the child comes 
understand the “action pattern” 
something learned. After such pat- 
tern has been formed can perfected. 

11. High ideals and right attitudes are 
great aid integration the curricu- 
lum. often cause one leap the 
boundaries mere subject matter, see 
clearly valuable objectives wherever they 
are, and use portions many subject 
fields attain these ideals. 

12. The child must guided strive 
for independence. The use the library, 
reference books, encyclopedias, dictionaries, 
indexes, and tables contents motivate 
him explore the margins elemen- 
tary school materials and 
knowledge literature, art, history, 
music. Reading good books, browsing 
the library, exploring the laboratory 
are ways learning and independence. 

13. The child’s personality must con- 
sidered inviolable. His powers must 
cultivated and given opportunity grow 
graciously and happily. The child must 
understand that through the aid divine 
grace and his own strivings can suc- 
ceed his work. must not frus- 
trated, frightened, punished unduly 
unjustly. 

14. The child should inspired with 
desire work hard, encounter oppor- 
tunities that lie ahead, and respon- 
sible for results obtained. should 
made aware the value hard work. 
Enthusiasm for work can carry man far 
adjusting changing conditions. Once 
individual sees his problems and his 
opportunities for solving them, can be- 
come his own severest critic and should 
gradually develop responsibility for his 
acts. 

15. The child must develop self-control 
and discipline through the activities and 
tasks the elementary school. disci- 
plined, honest, 
can and should develop through the proper 
integration curriculums the elemen- 
tary school. 


Procedures 


Valuable the suggested principles are, 
more interesting the classroom teacher 
generally are suggestions method for 
achieving integration the curriculum. 
Remembering always that she teaching 
boys and girls and not just the subjects 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
the teacher has the right viewpoint. 

There are many ways which integra- 
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tion may brought about. The old sys- 
tem drill, has been thundered, pro- 
duced integrated characters. 
humble opinion that integrated personal- 
ities developed spite much discon- 
nected drill and its horrors. Many great 
souls achieved sainthood not persecu- 
tion but spite it. The functioning 
unit, creative expression, problem solving, 
and the cooperative project will dis- 
cussed briefly effective procedures for 
achieving integration. 

few years ago progressive elemen- 
tary school teacher guided children 
third grade develop functioning unit 
because the children expressed 
the wish that they study Ireland they 
had Holland, Japan, and Czechoslovakia. 
Under the capable direction this for- 
ward-looking Sister, interest was developed 
the history, literature, and culture 
Ireland and the Irish. girl’s uncle lent 
books the class. Another’s parents con- 
tributed newspapers and magazines printed 
Ireland. Some brought relics and vari- 
ous other materials. 

The teacher provided books history, 
literature, and art. The children read, dis- 
cussed, thought, planned, and executed. 
They decided write Story the 
Life St. but, before they could 
it, they had study more about St. 
Patrick. the library went committee 
appointed the task and St. Patrick be- 
came real person them. 

The children studied the industries 
Ireland; reference books and maga- 
zines they searched for information. They 
wrote their findings, first outline, then 
rough first draft, later more polished

accord with the outlined plan the 
teacher, these children actually advanced 
the following so-called subjects: read- 
ing, writing, spelling, compositions, speech, 
arithmetic, art; music, singing, literature, 
prose and poetry, history, geography, and 
religion. The progress measured 
tests made six weeks was amazing. But 
more important than the gains ordinary 
subject matter was the improvement 
each child the intangibles: interests, 
attitudes, and happiness. The children be- 
came individualistic and yet worked co- 
operatively. They improved poise and 
personality. They talked more fluently; 
they became more interesting. They made 
these elementary school subjects work for 
them. Their improvement learning 
about naturally and happily. They devel- 
oped initiative and grew power. They 
became more social, more mature, more 
practical. They were appreciative the 
smallest things done for them.

The worth life correct speech and 
the value ability discussion and con- 
strongly.

Ele- 
mentary school children have been known 
write for information questions for 
discussion, and not only have they read 
all the materials obtained but created 
their own original plan for the presenta- 
tion their materials. 

Real discussions often motivate good 
expression.

Creative writing speaking good 
aid not only for the correlation various 
subjects and materials with each other but 
also for integration school and life. 
Creative writing

one the most effective 
integration. 

good means for motivating creative 
expression the school paper. Children 
who tire writing themes, strive after 
school hours create perfect article 
poem for paper. Such effort fun and 
becomes truly educative. 

third procedure for integration the 
solving answering ques- 
tions. When child has chosen problem 
himself, problem that needs solution, 
when has defined the problem, found 
materials books and from his studies 
various subjects for its solution, when 
has tried out several hypotheses and dis- 
carded all but one them, and when 
has used the chosen hypothesis for the 
solution the problem, has achieved 
integration high degree. may have 
used materials and skills from every sub- 
ject school; may have solicited and 
received the advice his 
parents; may have written author- 


ities the field; may have gone 
the library his search for truth. The 
more real the problem, the greater his in- 
terest, the more intense his effort, the more 
dynamic his self-guidance, the greater the 
benefit received the child. Finally, 
when his solution has been subjected 
careful evaluation not only others but 
also his, own critical judgment has 
achieved integration some extent. His 
evaluation has been affected his knowl- 
edge many subjects. 

evaluating his work the child exer- 
cises judgment gained from reading, writ- 
ing, organization, knowledge content, 
and expression. sees the faults his 
own work and strives understand how 
correct and perfect his output. Thus 
integration achieved sometimes the third 
grade, sometimes the sixth, and some- 
times later. 

Another way for achieving integration 
the elementary school curriculum 
through the urge cooperate. striving 
for common cause, children bridge the 
gap narrow subject fields. coopera- 
tion, they come know each other, they 
become more human, they strive together 
for ideals, they become more understand- 
ing and appreciative. They learn the bene- 
fit working together common cause. 
Children become more social committee 
work. They learn get along with each 
other. They come use subjects study 
tools for learning and living. Teamwork 
the accomplishment school activity 
association community project, 
gives school zest and makes more truly 
educative. 
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Children who beautify schoolyard 
decorate schoolroom are truly living 
that cooperative activity. 
builds model house, fort, basilica, 
not only accomplishes educative activ- 
ity but incidentally learns integrate 
such tools reading, writing, arithmetic, 
and language with such thoughtful proc- 
esses problem solving, thinking, plan- 
ning, construction, and expression. 

Children integrate the curriculum the 
elementary school the proper use 
books, reading current materials and 
magazines, and the enjoyment litera- 
ture. The group project motivates the use 
dictionaries, encyclopedias, and other 
reference books. member the 
group, each child sees the objectives and 
procedures the group whole and 
also those each committee and member. 
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Thus group endeavor 
assist the child achieve balance.

Catholic Action necessity 
based upon the moral teachings Christ, 
and one better fitted direct 
these matters than our bishops and priests, 
who have made theology life study. 
Thirdly, the work must carried 
the laity. the average Catholic man 
and woman upon whom the Church must 
depend put these principles 
tice. Let illustrate: are all familiar 
with the work the Legion Decency. 
matter how explicitly the 
Committee would have proclaimed 
standards which motion pictures were 
judged, the laity had continued 
patronize theaters showing films violating 
these standards, nothing would have been 
accomplished. 


Application High School 

Now let apply these ideas Catholic 
Action the students our Catholic 
high schools. can enlist the thou- 
sands upon thousands young people 
whom are guiding our secondary 
schools will have powerful instrument 
for good. Young people are nature en- 
thusiastic, generous, and loyal. All they 
need from prudent direction and in- 
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they have the proper kind 
leadership today, they turn will be- 
come the leaders tomorrow. Therefore, 
let consider few ways which 
can make Catholic Action part their 
school life. 


Teacher and Student 


The relationship which exists between 
the student and the teacher must cor- 
dial. The teacher must get away from the 
false notion that his duty consists simply 
walking into the classroom, controlling 
discipline, and giving forth 
amount information. Thus, for example, 
teacher religion may have perfect 
discipline steadfastly asserting his au- 
thority; may apply many the mod- 
ern methods pedagogy and possibly 
rewarded with high grades from his stu- 
dents; but that does not mean that 
teaching them. Their intellects may ac- 
quire certain number facts, but what 
about their wills? God has given free will 
man, and power earth can force 
that will. The teacher who hopes influ- 
ence the will his students cannot 
content have them know the truths 
faith, but must make the students want 
live them. must make his students 
desire keep the Commandments, and 
desire practice the virtues. This can 
only thoroughly interested, kind, 
tactful, and approachable. The students 
must sense his sincerity. must 
leader. 

Once this friendly and helpful relation- 
ship has been established the teacher can 
influence his pupils individually 
lectively. needs only suggest and 
they will carry out his suggestions. And 
here have the teacher the role 
director Catholic Action. can begin 
suggesting activities which will 
immediate spiritual value themselves; 
for example, frequent confession and Holy 
Communion, novenas, retreats, Lenten 
practices, May and October devotions, etc. 
Aside from the graces they receive from 
these practices, they will gain certdin 
courage and self-reliance which will stand 
them good stead later when they face 
unbelieving and scornful world. After 
all, there better preparation for 
leadership than solidly virtuous life. 


Encourage Student Leaders 


Having convinced themselves that these 
practices religion are helpful them 
leading good Catholic lives, their char- 
ity for others will urge them induce 
their fellow students likewise. They 
will soon exert weighty influence upon 
younger students. The routine life the 
school will find these leaders inducing 
others receive the sacraments oftener, 
show respect for authority, practice 
ticipate wholeheartedly school activities. 
And here the important factor: they will 
influence the younger students, 
cause they wish win favor with the 
teachers for some other less worthy 
motive, but because they are personally 
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convinced the supernatural value 
their conduct. Thus they are truth 
making the principles Christian moral- 
ity dominant factor their own lives 
and helping implant them the lives 
their fellow students. This Catholic 
Action. 

Now let extend somewhat this stu- 
dent leadership for which are training 
young men and women. would 
wasting the greater part their usefulness 
concerned ourselves only with their 
school activities. Actually, they spend only 
about six hours per day, five days per 
week, the school, not considering the 
vacation months. Their role the home, 
their social contacts, their participation 
community ventures, their parochial ac- 
tivities, are all rich opportunities which 
cannot afford neglect. most 
phases social life the ideals, hopes, and 
aspirations the young receive more con- 
sideration from the public than those 
their elders. our task see that 
those ideals are based upon right reason- 
ing and correct moral principles. 


Leadership the Home 
Recreation 


Let consider for moment the home 
sphere Catholic Action which 
the student can exercise the proper kind 


leadership. There doubt that the. 


automobile, the motion-picture theater, the 
night club, and similar attractions mod- 
ern life have robbed the home much 
its former sociability 
Public recreation and places amusement 
cater especially adolescents and 
price that most can afford. There 
longer necessity for the members 
family entertain themselves; hence the 
planning wholesome entertainment 
the family circle seems lost art. 
The home, too many instances, has be- 
come boarding house, where the mem- 
bers the family eat and sleep, 
rather than family center peace and 
contentment. would indeed presump- 
tuous think that can dispense 
entirely with these public amusement cen- 
ters, but would wholesomely chal- 
lenging many young men and women 
occasionally plan really interesting 
and entertaining house party without the 
questionable aid and soft 
lights. When group young people can- 
not spend enjoyable evening home 
shows mental laziness and lack in- 
genuity. Here then one example where 
the young man woman real Christian 
character can promote Christian home life 
devising ways and means making the 
home interesting and enjoyable. remains 
for encourage them and help them.

All our large cities have one 
more Catholic libraries open the public. 
are imprudent indeed fail ac- 
quaint our high school pupils with these 
facilities for cultural and religious training. 


Prayer 


The sad picture world conditions has 
some degree brought thinking Amer- 
icans back the importance reliance 
upon prayer and God. Churches all 
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nominations boast increased Sunday 
attendance. But prayer not Sunday 
delicacy. must daily diet. so- 
ciety whole return God, then 
its fundamental unit, namely the family, 
must return prayer. There was time, 
and not long ago, when father and 
mother would gather their children about 
them, usually the evening, and together 
they would recite the rosary some other 
favorite forms prayer. course, some 
may say that times have changed and 
family prayer longer practical, but 
the truth the matter that really 
tried could easily return this good 
old-fashioned custom, which brought faith 
into the hearts our fathers and mothers, 
and the blessing God upon their homes. 
Why not suggest our young people that 
they urge family prayer home? Impress 
them that private prayer good, but 
that family prayer better. Christ said:

may take bit moral courage 
warn companion against questionable 
conduct, but most cases will merit 
his undying gratitude. What true 
dances equally true parties. Occa- 
sionally one the other youngster may 
inclined become frivolous un- 
Christian his conduct. permitted 
continue may lead temptation, but 
word glance from companion with 
moral stamina will serve prevent trouble. 

Our young charges must learn that no- 
where true that they are their 
brothers’ keepers their relationship 
with others their own age. Because 
modern economic conditions great deal 
leisure time forced upon young people, 
and unless they seek good companions, 
wholesome recreation, and useful hobbies, 
there will great danger that idleness 
will take its toll their moral fiber. High 
school youths who have been properly in- 
spired with the desire leading good 
Christian lives will avoid the pitfalls which 
have already sent many their num- 
ber way crime and vice. their 
example and leadership they can prevent 
many others from becoming moral 
delinquents. 


Leadership the Parish

Many 
excellent marriage has come the result 
parish dramatic social club, where 
the young people spend their leisure hours 
wholesome Catholic atmosphere. With 
Godless and sex-crazy world constantly 
beckoning the young find their amuse- 
ment under demoralizing 
must bend every effort counteract these 
influences, pointing out the dangers 
them and providing them with the facil- 
ities for normal social life. their 
teachers must encourage them cooperate 
with their pastors and instill their hearts 
desire make the parish center 
their religious and social activity. few 
thoroughly interested young men and 
women can this way carry out the ideals 
Catholic Action their social gather- 
ings and inspire other parish groups 
the same.

Unjust and 
immoral laws are made, the poor are op- 
pressed, tax money squandered, public 
officials are bribed. short, instead 
municipal government serving the best in- 
terests the community, serves 
criminals. 

Can the high school instrumental 
checking such decay politics and gov- 
ernment? Where these abuses exist 
may not able accomplish much 
month even year, but prudent and 
conscientious instruction the rights and 
duties citizens, can make the youth 
realize the importance taking inter- 
est civic and political affairs. must 
impress their minds their duty in- 
vestigating the candidates and studying 
proposed legislation the light Chris- 
tian principles. Thus will not only 
preparing them for active participation 
civil government, but their discussions 
these matters home will create interest 
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among the older members their families.

tious voters the polls, thus defeating 
the unscrupulous minority who use the 
ballot persecute and defraud the public.

The in-school listening may directed 
and supervised, but the out-of-school 
listening that tremendously influenc- 
ing our young people must also taken 
into account the classroom teacher 
every grade and age level. have the 
best informed generation boys and girls 
our classrooms today that the world has 
ever seen. Even children are well 
informed, and their greatest source in- 
formation current affairs the radio. 
Classroom discussions reveal that facts 
history, art, literature, science, and music 
given students are mentioned oftenest 
connection with broadcasts. But factual 
knowledge not the only educational 
factor being exercised the classroom 
result radio listening; tastes are devel- 
oped, interests aroused, appreciations 
deepened all subjects. Students must 
led discriminative listening.

Political, social, and 
aganda, floods verbose sales talk, and 


quantities inferior programs invade the 
air. There are better programs the air 
now than ever before, but they are still 
the minority. mass uninspired 
music, cheap melodramas, meaning- 
less quizzes, and dull speakers poured 
out from our stations daily. requires 
training distinguish the artistic, the 
lasting, the aesthetic, the genuine from 
these mediocre miscellaneous offerings. 
Guidance necessary detect prop- 
aganda, seek for hidden assumptions, 
and recognize glittering generalities. 
Clever psychological sales 
attract the uninitiated consumer. Apart 
from the home, only the school that, 
without indoctrinating, can help the stu- 
dent interpret, evaluate, and 
judge critically.

great responsibility lies with the class- 
room teacher guiding the listening 
her students. the primary grades the 
problem may class discussion pro- 
grams heard home.

summarizing the problems, the 
teacher should try students 
sensitive what the radio doing 
them; endeavor have students free 
themselves from uncritical acceptance; 
help students become proficient evalu- 
ating programs content and perform- 
ance exposing them variety 
standards. Each student will select accord- 
ing his own individual tastes and this 
method selection will prevent passive 
listening. Teachers should expect students 
begin choose programs the basis 
their standards. The carry-over from 
selective listening must influence the stu- 
dent his present experiences, and inte- 
grate his home, school, and social activ- 
ities the school develop nation 
discriminative listeners.

School Broadcast Should 
Consistent With the Principles and 
Ideals American Democracy 


This seems almost platitude, yet there 
are school broadcasts and other mediums 
education, violate this 
standard. have heard school broadcasts 
insinuating that Negroes are inferior 
whites, implying that women 
intelligent than men, inferring that co- 
operative action through labor unions 
governmental agencies 
School broadcasts the social studies 
should not only not deny but should posi- 
tively affirm the principles American 
democracy. 


School Broadcast Should 
Consistent With the Curricular 
Purposes the School and 
the Classroom 


Even though school broadcasts should 
not fit precisely into curricular blueprint, 
they should fit into the broad curricular 
purposes the classroom. 

Teachers should use school 
broadcast only when that listening expe- 
rience will further youngsters’ progress 


toward the educational goals the school 
and the class. 


School Broadcast Should 
Accurate and Authentic Its 
Presentation Information, Issues, 
and Personalities 
This standard, almost truism, too 

often violated school broadcasts. Occa- 

sionally there are factual mistakes 
programs, but usually such errors are 
insignificant when viewed alongside the 
authenticity reality the major con- 
cepts broadcast. More frequently

The ordinary classroom serves excel- 
lently, although one which has consider- 
able display space desirable. few 
selected references will probably have 
added the school library, and some 
pictures purchased. Students soon learn 
watch for, and acquire copies of, old 
masters, and almost any secondhand book- 
store will sell old magazines which contain 
pictures which may used for the work. 
Here elsewhere the pupil most appre- 
ciates that which has helped obtain. 


Appreciation Not Creation 


Art appreciation our schools 
year’s course yielding full credit, and 
forming sequence with music apprecia- 
tion. is, its name implies, course 
the appreciative phases art and not 
its creative phases. This fact cannot 
stressed too strongly. John may not 
able draw, but can learn appre- 
ciate; Mary may not able make 
beautiful, even acceptable poster for 
her religion class, for social-studies 
project, but she can learn express correct 
lines and color harmony her own cloth- 
ing and appearance. seems only fair 
the students taking the course that both 
teachers and pupils should understand this 
primary fact the interest appreciation 
against creation. teacher should take 
the attitude that John should able 
produce excellent art work because 
taking art appreciation. 

The art appreciation course not snap 
course requiring study preparation; 
not rest period for would-be athletes. 
broad enough and flexible enough 
provide for the wide scale individual 
differences offered course which tends 
refuge for few low score pupils 
and elective for small number 
select pupils. not glorified kinder- 
garten scissors and paste, not little 
corner the never-never land where the 
pupil may slumber for hour and rest 
his tired untried brain quite the con- 
trary, the aim the functional expression 
art education teach the pupil 
think. amazing and rather stagger- 
ing degree the course art appreciation 
what the teacher makes it. From her 
own resources, her own background, she 
must bridge gaps, tie ideas, keep Cath- 
olic ideals the foreground, and because 
she herself truly appreciative, lead her 
students her own enthusiasm spirit 
understanding and appreciation. 
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“Good Teachers” 


There has been unfortunate implication times 
interpreting the oft-quoted sentence from the Encyclical 
Christian Education that “perfect schools are the result not 
much good methods good teachers.” There has been 
implication “either-or” choice, and “methods” are set 
over against “teachers.” Methods used this sense are the 
teacher’s way making the curriculum effective the life 
the child. method dead, sterile, matter textbooks 
until used person— the teacher. “Good” methods 
imply good teachers. the actual teaching process good 
teachers and good methods together, and always the 
process education our emphasis should the human 
factor the process. 

There has been neglect what was said immediately 
after the clause that was quoted. The same sentence goes 
set some standards for these “good” teachers. These 
standards are four number and relate the knowledge and 
preparation the teacher, what kind person she is, what 
her attitude toward children is, and consequence these 
three, fourth, her attitude toward family and country. 
The Pope describes these good teachers as: 

Thoroughly prepared and well grounded the matter 
they have teach, 

Possessing the intellectual and moral qualifications re- 
quired their important office, 

Cherishing pure and holy love for the youths confided 
them because they love Jesus Christ and His Church 
which these are the children predilection, and, therefore, 

Having sincerely heart the true good family and 
country. 
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These are the qualities that must kept mind 
parents who would judge the teachers their children, and 
superiors the assignment teachers. should also 
the guide religious superiors determining whether they 
will accept new missions establish new colleges. Have they 
teachers who will meet these standards, are they willing 
pay lay teachers accordance with the stand- 
ards the encyclicals? 

The four standards formulated the Pope are the 
standards that must required lay teachers, too. There 
are some sentences from this encyclical Magistri) 
which are rarely quoted but which are pertinent here: 

fills Our soul with consolation and gratitude 
toward the divine Goodness see, side side with religious 
men and women engaged teaching, such large number 
excellent lay teachers, who, for their greater spiritual ad- 
vancement, are often grouped special sodalities and associa- 
tions, which are worthy praise and encouragement most 
excellent and powerful auxiliaries ‘Catholic Action.’ All these 
labor unselfishly with zeal and perseverance what St. 
Gregory Nazianzen calls ‘the art arts and the science 
sciences,’ the direction and formation youth. them also 
may said the words the divine Master: ‘The harvest 
indeed great, but the laborers few.’ Let then pray the 
Lord the harvest send more such workers into the field 
Christian education; and let their formation one the 
principle concerns the pastors souls and the superiors 
Religious Orders.” 

Lay teachers are integral part Catholic education 
often the higher levels and less frequently the lower 
levels, but many places there will increase lay 
teachers.

rests the responsibility utilizing the educational facilities. 
This applies libraries, laboratories and textbooks. applies, 
too, professors and there has been too much the assump- 
tion that students who are registered universities may freely 
cut absent themselves entirely from class but take the gen- 
eral examinations the university. Attendance class not 
particularly important, presumed. fact, Dr. Kirk 
Porter says, “One great university comes very close 
proclaiming that its own splendid lecturers are hardly worth 
going hear.” Here false emphasis truth makes 


essentially untruth. the position which has been ex- 


pressed were true, the proper thing for this country 
would abolish all universities and build immense 
library facilities where students could and bury themselves 
books and become not educated men, least, bookworms. 
part that philosophy which progressive edu- 
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cation has assumed that has resulted lower levels this 
same position. Professor Dewey himself has done good 
service education his condemnation this false attitude 
his protégés. Education not the following the whim 
the student but self-discipline which can helped 
much the wisdom adult experience and the insight into 
life teachers. 

Where teachers and professors are worthy their vocation 
they certainly have something contribute the way 
experience and wisdom immaturity seeking understand 
the ways life and the meaning and significance human 
experience. Where the teachers professors competent 
job teaching, they are giving the essential training self- 
education and self-reliance that the student will follow ulti- 
mately when does not have the opportunity consulting 
professors. may granted once that there are some 
teachers and some professors whose classes would better 
students did not attend. There too much lecturing and 
regurgitation and hearing letters. Where education well 
organized and honest, intellectual work done, and educa-

1940 the Rockefeller Foundation whose motto the “well- 
being mankind throughout the world.” 

certainly amazing evidence philanthropy partic- 
ularly those critical points the educational, cultural, and 
health spheres that need reinforcement. was glad note, 
too, the report that the Foundation helped 1940 programs 
for training for public service, proposal that was made 
around 1915 when rejected it. 

Our immediate interest this annual review its revelation 
the effect the war higher learning. organization 
which carried its work regardless flags boundary lines 
finds itself its European work frustrated. watched the 
disappearance decadence agencies, the 
perversion institutions higher learning which had been 
privileged assist. 

Under the appropriate heading “Into the Night” says: 

the shadows that are deepening over Europe the lights 
learning are fading one one. The conception knowledge 
international responsibility has vanished. The free flow 
ideas across boundary lines between laboratories and uni- 
versities has dried up. Everywhere the exigencies the war 
have erased the possibility intellectual and cultural life 
that term was understood few years ago.” 

The Foundation, everyone else, has watched with 
disturbed hearts the rapid deterioration the cultural situ- 
ation the European continent. The effort enforce 
“Cultural programs” bayonet point, and the adoption 


repression the educational sphere the occupy- 


ing authorities are part the picture. The breaking 
student demonstrations machine guns and tanks, the 
frequent arrests and disappearances professors and students 
alike, the deliberate destruction such institutions the 
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library the Catholic University Louvain, are charac- 
teristic this new cultural program. From the concentration 
camps Germany, faculties for many great universities could 
recruited, while scholarship withers the European 
continent. 

Two other paragraphs worth quoting are follows: 

“In such surroundings scholarship withers and only through 
heroic struggle keeps itself alive.

“It only atmosphere freedom that the lamp 
science and learning can kept alight. all the history 
the race knowledge has never flowered subject people.

When one goes back only Carlyle’s Sartor Resartus and 
recalls the picture the old Germany with its university 
ideal and with the thoroughness great deal its scientific 
work, one feels sad about the world and this trahison des clercs.

Mary Magdalen

resurrection. Tradition relates that, after the ascension our Lord, 
Mary Magdalen, her brother Lazarus, and her sister Martha, together 
with Maximin, one the disciples, Cedon blind man, whose 
sight the Saviour had restored, and Marcella maiden, who attended 
the two sisters, were the heathens set adrift vessel without 
oars, sails, rudder. They were safely borne over the sea till they 
landed certain harbor which proved Marseilles the 
country now called France. The people the land were pagans 
whom the pilgrims preached. Mary Magdalen and her sister Martha 
performed many miracles and the pagans became converted and 
baptized. After the death Maximin, Lazarus became the first 
bishop Marseilles. 

After this was accomplished, Mary Magdalen retired wilderness 
not far from the city and devoted years doing penance. There 
she died her solitude, while angels watched over her and ministered 
her. During this long seclusion, she was never seen nor heard 
and was supposed that she was dead. All this time angels came 
down from heaven and ministered her. One day hermit who 
dwelt cell one the wild mountains, wandered further than 
was his usual custom, and beheld the celestial vision Mary 
Magdalen and the angels. The hermit thereupon returned Marseilles 
and reported what had seen. 


Joseph Arimathea

possession the vessel which the Saviour had used for the Last Supper. 

Legend narrates that this vessel was emerald and into was 
collected the sacred Blood Christ which was still moist and which 
had spilled out the wounds when was taken down from the cross. 
The cup became known the Graal cup Holy Grail, and many 
traditions and legends became connected with it. 

attempt was made kill Joseph and Nicodemus, who also 
assisted the descent from the cross and the burial Christ, but 
Nicodemus escaped while Joseph was imprisoned tower without 
light food. Here the Saviour appeared him and restored the 
sacred vessel, which provided all Joseph’s needs. 

this same time happened Rome that the Emperor Titus, 
whose son Vespasian was afflicted with leprosy, heard the cures 
Christ wrought and sent commission Judea bring back some 
article which had belonged Christ the belief that the relic would 
cure Vespasian. The commissioner returned Rome and brought back 
the matron Veronica, who preserved the veil with which she had 
wiped Christ’s face and which His countenance was impressed. 
Immediately looking upon this cloth, the emperor’s son was healed 
his leprosy. Titus and his son proceeded Jerusalem where 
Vespasian was conducted Joseph’s dungeon. 

Joseph Arimathea later came England bringing with him the 


Holy Grail, and landed not far from Glastonbury. Here stuck his 
staff, dry hawthorn stick, into the ground and subsequently grew 


and blossomed every Christmas Day.

After the Ascension, when the day Pentecost had come, the 
Apostles were all with one accord Jerusalem one place. Suddenly 
there came down from heaven sound rushing wind and 
filled all the upper chamber, where they were sitting.

St. Peter eventually came Rome where suffered martyrdom 
crucifixion. his own request was crucified with his head down- 
ward, for declared himself unworthy suffer the same death 
his Lord.

St. Andrew after many journeys and much suffering, was crucified 
transverse cross which has since borne his name. This event 
happened A.D. 70.

foot cross had raised. 

St. Simon and St. Jude Thaddeus are considered have been 
brothers and were among the shepherds whom the angels declared 
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the glad tidings Christ’s birth. They traveled and preached together 
Syria and Mesopotamia far Persia where they were martyred, 
St. Simon being sawed asunder and St. Jude slain with halberd. 

St. James Major, according legend, was noble baron and was 
fisherman only for amusement. After the Ascension traveled 
Spain preach the Gospel. Returning Judea was later beheaded. 

St. James the Less was relation our Lord and said have 
borne such strong resemblance Him thateit was this which made 
the kiss Judas necessary. was the first Bishop Jerusalem and 
suffered martyrdom the scribes and Pharisees, being thrown from 
parapet the temple and finally slain with club one 
the mob below. 

St. Matthew traveled Egypt and, according some, was 
martyred the sword, while Greek legends maintain died peace- 
ful death the year A.D. 90. 

St. Philip preached Scythia for years and then went 
Phrygia where the people worshiped great serpent dragon. 
Holding the cross always carried, commanded the dragon 
depart and once obeyed him. This enraged the priests 
the dragon, that they seized the Apostle and, having bound him 
cross, they stoned him death. 

St. John took care the Blessed Virgin, who had been confided 
him our Lord, till her death. traveled generally with St. 
Peter, preaching the Gospel. Performing many miracles Rome, 
was accused magic and exiled the Island Patmos, where 
wrote the book the Revelations. Being later released from Patmos, 
returned Ephesus where formerly had lived and where 
remained for the rest his life. 

St. Bartholomew, the dispersion the Apostles, traveled far 
India, but his return through Armenia was taken 
Christian and, having been flayed alive, was crucified. 

St. Matthias was chosen lot take the place Judas. 
preached and suffered martyrdom Judea.

tradition that before the Apostles dispersed preach the 
Gospel all lands, they assembled compose the declaration 
faith, since called the Creed,” and that each them 
furnished one the articles faith contained it.

said that Portuguese and South American sailors still observe 
yearly ceremony called the flogging Judas Iscariot. rudely 
carved block wood clothed with old suit and hanged.

The Emperor Rome, having been cured grievous sickness, 
and his son Vespasian having been cured leprosy through the virtue 
the image Christ the veil commanded Pilate 
brought Rome. Pilate brought with him the seamless coat 
Jesus and this wore when came before the the 
emperor saw the coat, could not speak harshly Pilate, while 
Pilate’s absence was inflamed against the governor Judea who 
had caused Jesus crucified. But when the seamless coat Christ 
was taken off Pilate, the fury the emperor’s mind returned. 
Thereupon Pilate was imprisoned and sentenced death. When 
heard this sentence, Pilate with his own dagger put end his life. 
His body was fastened stone and sunk into the river Tiber, but 
the wicked spirits who had taken abode the body Pilate, moved 
about the water and caused lightning, thunder, and hail, that all 
were seized with great fear. The body Pilate was therefore dragged 
out the river Tiber and taken Vienne where was sunk the 
Rhone.

Dr. Samuel Johnson credited with the 
remark that “knowledge two kinds: 
either know thing know where find it.” 
For the teacher, often knowing where find 

Knowing where find helps teaching 
niques. Helping small children visualize what 
they are reading valuable part in- 
struction. This appeal the eye enlarges their 
experiences and broadens their horizons. What 
more, the eye more sensitive than the 
ear. What one hears reads must trans- 
lated into reality, into things, objects, experi- 
ences. Often can tell whether the child 
has correctly grasped what has read 
what has heard having him act out, 
having him construct the experience 
clay, with crayon. 

patent the teacher needs all sorts 
materials for the many experiences with which 
she deals during the day. not always 
possible buy these materials ready made. 
Even when possible, may not 
practical so. Therefore, the resourceful 
teacher needs fall back her own collec- 
tion. This collection must ever changing 
and ever enlarging. 

Once the author’s class student brought 
her collected material which she had ac- 
cumulated for her first-grade work after two 
years teaching. She had classified accord- 
ing subject matter. She had seasonal mate- 
rial. The amount was great another stu- 
dent questioned her about the accumulation, 
whereupon she explained that she and her 
sister worked jointly both the collecting 
material and its use. That one way 
and good one. The beginning teacher hardly 
knows where start her collecting, and often 
less about where look for suitable material. 

One source the rotagravure section 
our Sunday papers. Here teacher can enlist 
her friends saving those sheets. Not every 
Sunday will bring forth usable material, but 
over period time, and one keeps 
watchful eye over more than one paper, she 
bound rewarded. Since children’s liter- 
ature now broad its content, one can- 
not afford miss children other lands, 
historical buildings, ships, hospitals. 

For several months had watched for 
suitable picture use teaching Words- 
worth’s and, finally, found 
such picture the cover page The 


Flower Grower. Magazines all sorts should 
watched. farm magazine carried cover 
page quail natural colors. Within 
magazines, illustrations stories are often 
suggestive books, book characters, poems, 
stories. one issue THE CATHOLIC 
ScHOOL JouRNAL found splendid picture 
the home James Russell Lowell. 
Obviously different teachers will look for 
different things, for two teachers 
children’s literature teach identical fashion. 
article The Rotarian monuments and 
statues characters who have never lived 
except the creative mind our writers. 

Advertisers have learned the full value 
commercial art. They know well the 
news reporter that picture worth 
thousand words. They know also that pictures 
must animated, must have men and women, 
boys and girls, happy what they are doing, 
what they are demonstrating. Advertise- 
ments are inexhaustible source mate- 
rials. Naturally have watch how 
clip them. Often fine picture 
spoiled for the teacher’s use inserting 
cut the product right across the picture. 
Some teachers might object advertisements 
liquors and tobaccos; but there are hun- 
dreds other products advertised. 

one issue THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
found the following advertise- 
ments which could used with propriety 
with young children: The Emblem Liberty, 
with the pictures men and women who have 
aided American liberty; Costume Fabrics for 
Plays and Pageants; and Sexton Quality 
Foods. 

Perhaps The National Geographic more 
replete with usable material than any other 
publication its kind. Here one gets actual 
photographs part the story material 
well the advertisements. Some years ago 
issue ran several photographs dogs. One 
teacher mounted those part her teaching 
material. Often one finds birds their natural 
habitat, and, most naturally, people other 
lands and how those people live. The 
magazine endless source material for 
the teacher almost any subject almost 
any grade level. 

Many other publications run material either 
part the “copy” part the 
advertising pages which teachers may use 
with impunity. have found that The 


Magnificat often contains materials can use. 

Just the news reporter must have 
ear for news, must the teacher have 
eye for material. all about her. She 
mustn’t miss it. What she misses she should 
have friends ready catch. 

Seed catalogs are now beautifully illus- 
trated colors that they may used. When 
realize the number boys and girls who 
have never seen live bird, heard one 
sing; the number who have not seen the 
ordinary garden flowers and vegetables except 
they are the market, must help 
them visualize their beauty and significance 
every legitimate manner. 

Teachers are wise ask placed 
the mailing list publishers children’s 
books, for besides the information the 
newer books, these catalogs often run cuts 
the pictures found those books. These cuts 
can used make our little readers more 
book conscious. One teacher makes collec- 
tion the dust jackets books. Libraries 
often discard those paper covers, but teachers 
can use them for their own displays. Occa- 
sionally publishers will furnish copies 
covers. have desk, for instance, the 
“1940 Jr. Books,” catalog from Doubleday, 
Doran Co. every page find cut which 
could used. Even the front 
cover pages can used. 

have known teachers use cutouts from 
the many and elaborate mail-order catalogs. 
One teacher, however, met with rebuff when 
she asked her children bring some cutouts 
from their home copies. One mother sent the 
teacher word, “Indeed, are not going 
cut our catalog!” Occasionally parent 
will object furnishing old catalogs, and one 
teacher found that one her community 
subscribed for magazines. Perhaps such com- 
munities and such parents are rare. Never- 
theless, the resourceful teacher will always 
the watch for teaching illustrations. 

Although have not exhausted the possi- 
bilities finding materials, perhaps have 
made suggestions which may lead one 
other sources. For instance, what about using 
the discarded texts themselves? Modern texts 
are highly illustrated. Before the book 
burned, the teacher can salvage the pages 
which have unsoiled pictures. 

The child should helped early his 
experience realize that things life have 
some organization; that even story has 
definite order it; that art built step 
step. The teacher with pictures represent- 
ing various episodes the story can arrange 
her display according the happenings 
the story. Then she can disarrange them and 
ask some pupil arrange them according 
their proper order. 

Visual aids should used for definite 
purpose. Like all other devices for teaching, 
they have right technique and wrong one. 
Adults often have told thing more 
than once. They back for second study 
picture. Children’s reaction time 
slower than that the experienced adult. 
Their translation words into concepts, into 
pictures, slower; hence read and talk 
more slowly them than adults. with 
visual aids. must not hurry. 
must know enough use repetition.

“Of course, putting marionette show 
would mean lot work, but think 
would worth it.” This statement, made 
member the Art-Crafters’ Club the 
September meeting, led one the most 
fascinating projects ever 
the club. 

When the rumor was noised abroad that 
the art club was going give marionette 
show, was met with raised eyebrows and 
unconcealed surprise. How could such thing 
done! Where would get the miniature 
stage, the scenery, and, most important all, 
the marionettes? These very questions had 
formed large part the discussion our 
club meeting, but had found the answers. 
would make them. 

After had selected the play, “Cinderella,” 
because its appeal both young and old, 
actual construction began. there were 
members our club, was decided that, 
order give each one chance play 
active and definite part the project, 
would appoint groups making each responsible 
for some particular phase the work. Having 
had previous association with these boys and 
girls, knew their talents and capabilities; 
therefore, the task assigning work suited 
each individual was comparatively easy. 
The first group had charge building the 
stage and scenery frames; the second was 
model and carve the bodies the marionettes 
and make casts for the heads; and two other 
groups were take care the properties and 
the publicity. When the work had been thus 
assigned, day was set for each group 
meet had been chosen general manager 
the project) order discuss their plans 
and make working drawings. 

The stage and scenery group came first. 
Popular magazine furnished the 

plans for the stage and sets, and the boys 
promised supply the wood. Three days later 
they invited the property room 
opening off the high school auditorium see 
the results their labor. There the middle 
the room stood the stage, complete from 
_the teaser and tormentors, the puppet rail 
and bridge. Standing upright beside the stage 
were two sets scenery frames, each with 
hinged masking piece either end. 

While this group had been work, the 
others also had been making progress. The 
second group had met the appointed day 
and every day after that their work was 
much more complicated and 
vision.

were able boast stage, two sets 
scenery frames, and six marionettes! 

The next step was paint and dress the 
marionettes and apply wigs their bald 
heads. Poster paint was used the faces 
and the wigs were made angel hair colored 
with powdered tempera. For once the prob- 
lem dress was simple. Scraps silk, velvet, 
satin, lace, and chiffon were donated pupils 
and friends. These odds and ends were fash- 
ioned into gorgeous gowns for the ladies and 
colorful. capes and doublets for the men. They 
were further enhanced with jewelry from the 
ten-cent store. each doll was dressed, 
was strung with fish line airplane con- 
trol and hung hook where patiently 
awaited the first rehearsal. 

The actors ready and waiting, turned 
attention the property group.

The reins were silver ribbons 
hung with tiny tinkling bells. This work 
art had just been completed, the members 
the group were ready paint the scenery 
and construct other necessary properties. 

The scenery frames were now sent for and 
covered with heavy unbleached muslin. Acts 
and III were take place the kitchen 
Cinderella’s home, decided give the 
muslin coat gray paint and shadow 
irregular intervals give the appearance 
stone. fireplace was made from card- 
board box and covered with gray wrapping 
paper. This was placed the center the 
stage against the back wall between two 
windows which had been painted the 
scenery and draped with dainty white tie-back 
curtains. kettle hung the opening the 
fireplace above cheerful fire, and the 
shelf above stood clock and two red candles. 
The rest the stage was set with toy tables 
and chairs. must not forget the small round 
pumpkin which placed convenient spot 
await the arrival the fairy godmother. 
Evening, just before Cinderella’s sisters left 
for the ball, was the time Act 
decided use red footlights and amber 
floodlight. When was time for the fairy 
godmother make her appearance, 
planned extinguish the floodlight, leaving 
just the rosy glow the fire and footlights. 

The scenery for the second act required 
very careful planning. was the garden 
Prince Charming’s palace. put our 
heads together, drew our plans, and then 
set work. The result was pale blue sky 
“pure the pomp clouds” but boasting 
delicate slice silver moon and countless 
twinkling stars. The moon and stars were 
made cardboard shellacked and sprinkled 
with powdered tinsel. cardboard platform

in. high and ft. wide was then laid across 
the stage. The back rested against the scenery; 
the front was finished off with two steps about 
in. width which led down the stage. 
the top the steps, right and left, 
fastened the front edge the platform, 
extended balustrade. The platform, steps, 
and balustrade were all given coat shellac 
and sprinkled with artificial snow. 
fountain was placed the head the stairs, 
and long, curling sprays water were painted 
the backdrop. had not yet finished; 
garden must have flowers and trees. The 
problem devising verdure for fairyland 
garden was not easy. After several unsuccess- 
ful attempts, inspiration came. Perhaps 
was wandering fairy who saw our plight, 
and, taking pity us, whispered idea 
some unsuspecting ear. Whatever the source 
the inspiration, proved effective when 
put into concrete form. number dry, 
leafless branches about two feet length were 
cut from trees and bushes the schoolyard. 
These were given coat silver paint and 
placed low glass jars covered with silver 
paper. large bunch maidenhair fern was 
obtained the florist’s shop and silvered 
the same manner the branches. When two 
three sprays this had been tied each 
silver branch, the result was remarkable 
and delicately beautiful tree worthy 
garden fairyland. One tree was placed 
the left the platform; the other was put 
the right close the front the stage. 
The final touch was given placing two small 
urns filled with silver fern the bottom 
the steps, one either side. lighting 
this scene was direct contrast 
that used the first act. The footlights were 
pale blue; the floodlights were green; and 
the effect, enchanting. 

were just about ready select the 
parts for the play when someone remarked 
that the top and side masking pieces the 
front the stage looked very plain, and that 
there wasn’t any curtain. This was soon 
remedied. The teaser and tormentors were 
covered with thick black cardboard and 
decorated with fantastic gold masks represent- 
ing comedy and tragedy. rose silk curtain 
was hung ropes across the proscenium 
opening, and were ready choose our 
cast. 

this point new difficulty arose. Every- 
one wanted the play, but this was 
impossible the club numbered members 
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and our manuscript called for only six char- 
acters. decided finally divide again into 
groups. One group would the speaking; 
another group would manipulate the mario- 
nettes; and third group would act stage- 
hands. 

far mention had been made 
operetta. spoke our production 
marionette show. But when Cinderella’s part 
was given girl with lovely singing voice, 
and was discovered that other members 
the cast were likewise gifted, then and there 
determined make use this talent and 
add songs and dances our play. Old French 
folk songs were hunted out and words fitted 
the music. The dances were left the 
ingenuity and skill the puppeteers. After 
that, used the term when 
referring the play. The songs were 
follows: 


“Dream Wishes” Cinderella, when the cur- 
tain opens. The song expresses her desire 
the prince’s ball, and her wish for lovely ball 


gown. 

Off the —the sisters leaving 
for the ball. They refer their beautiful new 
gowns and wraps; they will the belles the 
ball. 

“Pussy Loves Me” Cinderella turns her 
cat for comfort and consolation when she left 
alone. 

“Let’s Dance and Cinderella 
sings and dances with the cat, pretending her pet 
Prince Charming. 

sings the happiness store for Cinderella 
while she changes her into fine lady. 

“When Dreams Come, Cinderella 
when she arrives the castle. 

“My Vision Delight Has Fled” The 
prince sings when finds the glass slipper. 
will search the world over until finds his lost 
love. 

“Song prince and Cinder- 
ella sing song rejoicing when the slipper 
found fit other foot but hers. 


And now weeks preparation, planning, 
and practice were drawing close. Many 
long hours had been spent striving after per- 
fect co-ordination between the speakers and 
the puppeteers; but were able last 
say that our rehearsals were finished; 
were ready appear before the public. The 
publicity group had already pinned their 
colorful posters announcing “Cinderella: 
Marionette Operetta Three Acts,” and the 
programs had been duplicated and stored away 
await the day the performance. 

the appointed time the school hall was 
filled capacity. The pianist adjusted her 
lamp; the violinist tuned his instrument; and 
speakers and puppeteers, tense and silent, 
were their places waiting for the opening 
number. The signals for “lights out” and 
“curtain” were given and the show was on. 

From place behind the right tormentor, 
could watch the faces the boys and girls 
while they worked. Each was alert, watchful, 
and intent; for each had learned during the 
course the rehearsals that the play was 
success, not only perfect co-ordination 
was needed but complete cooperation well. 

The audience was delighted with the per- 
formance; the players were thrilled. Some 
the boys and girls manipulating the marionettes 
had never been play because they lacked 
the ability speak and act before audience. 
Now they were being given chance. When 
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marionette was clapped and applauded, 
was the skill the unseen operator which 
had merited the praise, not the little wooden 
doll; and the child behind the curtain was 
thrilled had really been acting before 
the public. 

The play lasted little more than hour. 
When was over, were told that was 
both artistic and dramatic success. That

“Sister, will you please give out these 
invitations for me?” “Sister, how you spell 
Dear Mother? write Mother’s 
Day letter.” Enthusiasm for letter writing was 
becoming warm our first grade that 
Bobby McCabe suggested, “Sister, ought 
advice, and took steps establish the tiniest 
and liveliest post office the country. 

began changing our aisles streets 
and our desks houses. Each house had 
street number corresponding its place 
the row. Our first lesson was writing and 
designing party invitations. folded small 
pieces paper half and designed small 
birthday cakes the upper left-hand corners. 
Each pupil drew the name the pal whom 
was send invitation and copied his 
name the salutation. The substance the 
simple notes was, “Please come party.” 
After signing their names the children put 
their tiny letters handmade envelopes and 
addressed them the homes their friends. 
Janet Lee sat the fourth desk the 
third row, which was Sunny Street, her 
address would Sunny Street. soon 
each letter was finished the writer placed 
our mailbox. The driver the toy mail 
truck came round when all the letters were 
in, opened the mailbox and took the letters 
our post office, where sat the busy mail 
clerks who sorted the letters for each street. 
The alert postmen were the spot pick 
the mail for their respective streets, and 
before long everyone the room was reading 
charming invitation. 

wrote friendly letters well but 
believe enjoyed receiving advertisements 
most all. Each child searched the magazines 
until found bright picture some vaca- 
tion spot. mounted large sheet 
paper which printed short invitation 
and reason for spending one’s vacation that 
particular resort. For instance, under snow- 
capped mountain one boy printed, “Come

interest our project grew erected 
two house fronts for dramatization. little 
miss would stand one doorway and read 
very imaginary and newsy letter her next- 
door neighbor.

When found ourselves mailing packages 
during the arithmetic period knew had 
gone post-office crazy. But was jolly kind 
insanity and educational well. For 
discovered that through our new venture 
had become better readers and writers, better 
actors and artists, and what more better 
friends and citizens. 


Introductory Lesson

When the letters are 
sorted give the mail for each street the 
mailman appointed for that street and have 
him distribute it. 

Ask the children open the mail and 
find out the news.

After the letters have been read ask the 


children they would like write letters 
with real stamps and have real postman for 
the next lesson.

Aim: develop imagination and improve 
expression.

CHOOSING DRINKING 
FOUNTAINS 


selecting drinking fountains for school 
use the ordinary safeguards for health deserve 
first consideration. also possible buy 
completely safe fountains reasonable prices 
—prices which are higher than those de- 
manded for the older types thoroughly un- 
satisfactory fixtures. least six points 
should demanded all school fountains: 

The entire fixture should made 
material which impervious heat and cold 
and germs. Vitreous china and porcelain 
are the best available materials, but enameled 
cast iron and stainless metals are acceptable. 

The water jet should issue from nozzle 
impervious, nonoxidizing material set 
angle from the vertical. The nozzle and 
the opening must well above the top edge 
the bowl that any flooding clogging 
the bowl will not touch the nozzle.

The nozzle must protected 
guard made nonoxidizing material, 
arranged prevent the nose and mouth 
the drinker from coming contact with 
the nozzle.

How many ever give second glance 
that apparently insignificant device, the 
function which the closing doors 
that door check mounted there close the 
hinge side the door?

perfectly for years without attention other 
than perhaps slight turn the adjustment 
screw and occasional wiping away the dust 
that bound collect upon it.

CLEAN YOUR FLOOR MOPS 


order clean yarn mop, the water 
should boiling hot that will cut the 
grease and dirt. you have steam boiler 
heat your building, run small steam line 
from the boiler into 15-gallon oil drum, 
about in. from the bottom the drum. 
Then get piece hail screen that will fit 
the drum and put legs keep 
about in. from the bottom. This done 


keep mops from lying the dirt. Now, 
drum about three-fourths full water, add 
about pound cleaning powder and pint 
neutral soap. Stir well, then put the mops 
(not too many at.a time). Turn steam 
very lightly just enough keep water 
boiling and agitate water. Let boil until 
mops are clean. Use stick stir them around 
several times. When they are ready come 
out the boiler, put one mop time into 
wringer scrub bucket partly filled with clear 
water. Rinse and wring out. Hang mops 
until they are partly dry. 


Treating Floor Mops 


Floor mops and dust mops should damp 
when treated. Put mops into pan and spray 
with hand spray very thoroughly with 
good grade furniture polish floor dressing, 
Wrap them very tightly and put them 
metal container for least hours. Then 
take them out, shake well, and let them hang 


the air for several hours. using this 


method, you will have nicely treated floor 
mops that will not leave oil streaks. Wash 
and treat mops often for clean mop will 
its work much faster and easier than 
dirty one.— Kansas News-Letter.
